B ut “Tokyo Rose” was uprooted 
last week w hen the Japanese de-* 
cided to call everything off, and 
no doubt around the radios in the 
barracks and the ships at sea th e re 
was profound regret that the m ost 
popular program that ever cam e 
out of Tokyo w as no more.

“The Pacific H our,” m onitors of 
the Federal C om m unications C om ­ 
mission reported.

Bi# B-29s Collide Over 
Texas Town; Only Two 
Crc’ iri^n Survive 


W eatherford, Tex., Aug. 18 (/Pl— 
The bodies of 18 airm en, recov­ 
ered after the crash of two B-29 
Superfortresses high above W eath ­ 
erford, Texas, 
w ere 
brought to 
Fort W orth arm y air field today. 
Two in ju re d survivors w ere n 
the Cam p Wolfers, Texas, hospital. 
The planes, on flights from A la­ 
mogordo and Cloves, N. M., arm y 
air fields, collided at 15,000 feet 
last night w ith a terrifc flam ing 
explosion, w hich threw W e ath er­ 
ford into wild excitem ent, and w as 
seen from as far aw ay as 30 miles. 
The 
blast 
shook 
houses 
in 
W eatherford and left m any frig h t­ 
ened persons w ith the first im ­ 
pression th at the tow n had been 
hit by a Japanese balloon bomb. 
One of the bom bers fell a mile 
northw est of W eatherford and the 
other struck four miles w est of 
the town. 
The crash had 
been 
reported 
earlier as betw een a B-29 and a 
B-32, but the arm y air forces said 
officially today two B-29s w ere in ­ 
volved. 
The 
tw o 
surviving 
crew m en 
said they w ere hurled clear of the 
w reckage and parachuted to safety 
amid blazing parts of the 
huge 
ships. 
Clothing of the two m en w as 
blown to shreds, and one of th em 
suffered b u rn ed feet.

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Social Security Board 
Program Is Explained 


With the Social Security Act 
starting its second decade, Stanley 
T. Fauhl, manager of the Social 
Security B?r.**d’s office at Escan­ 
aba, emphasized that social secur­ 
ity provides a five-program a t­ 
tack on destitution, and listed the 
offices at which information and 
assistance related to each of the 
programs can be obtained. 
The Social Security Board, Mr. 
Fauhl pointed out, has full re­ 
sponsibility for only one program 
—old age and survivors insurance. 
“At our office,” he said, “we 
issue 
social 
security 
account 
cards, help to straighten out any 
mistakes that may be made in 
the wage records of walkers as 
reported to the Board, give full 
information about 
old-age 
and 
survivors insurance 
and 
handle 
claims for benefits. 
7 Types of Benefits 
“Through our office 
we 
pay 
seven types of monthly insurance 
benefits on account of insured re­ 
tired workers or those who have 
died. 
“On the retirement side, month­ 
ly benefits are paid 
to 
insured 
workers at 65, their wives at 65, 
and to any unmarried dependent 
children under 18. 
“On the survivor side, we pay 
monthly benefits to 
widows 
of 
insured workers when they are 
65, whether or not 
they 
have 
children; to widojvs, regardless of 
age, who have unmarried depend­ 
ent children; and, in cases where 
no wife or child under 18 sur­ 
vives a worker, to aged depend­ 
ent parents. 
“Each month, also, 
we 
make 
many lump sum benefit payments 
to the survivors of workers who 
die without leaving relatives who 
are 
immediately 
entitled 
to 
monthly payments. Payment of a 
lump sum does not affect in any 
way the person’s right to monthly 
benefits when he or she becomes 
entitled to them. For example, an 
insured worker dies and leaves a 
widow, aged 64. and who has no 
children under 18. When she files 
a claim, we pay her a lump SU'# 
amounting to six times her hi #- 
band's 
monthly 
benefit. 
Then, 
when she is 65, she is eligible for 
monthly widows’ benefits. Or, 
a 
young worker dies and leaves a 
widow who has no children but is 
expecting a baby. When the baby 
is born both she and the baby are 
eligible for monthly benefits un­ 
til the child is 18. But these pay­ 
ments are not automatic. A claim 
must be filed in every instance.” 
States Operate Programs 
All other programs, Mr. Fauhl 
explained, are operated 
by 
the 
States with Federal collaboration. 
One of these is another insurance 
program. It provides 
unemploy­ 
ment compensation to workers 
in 
private industry or commerce who 
work 
for 
establishments 
with 
eight or more employees. 
“This program,” he 
said, 
“is 
run by the Michigan Unemploy­ 
ment Compensation Commission. 
The place to go to get information 
about unemployment 
compensa­ 
tion is the United States Employ­ 
ment Service Offices, located in 
Escanaba, 
Manistique, 
Menom­ 
inee, St. Ignace and 
Sault 
Ste. 
Marie.” 
The (three) 
public 
assistance 
programs operated in this State, 
Mr. Fauhl explained, are old-age 
assistance, aid to dependent child­ 
ren, and aid to the blind Month­ 
ly cash payments are 
made 
to 


persons who qualify under these 
programs strictly on a basis of in­ 
dividual need, as contrasted to the 
insurance programs 
where 
the 
payments are made as a matter of 
right and without regard 
to in­ 
dividual need. 
To give information and help on 
old-age assistance, aid to depend­ 
ent children, and aid to the blind, 
there is an office of the 
county 
Bureau of Social Aid in Escanaba, 
Manistique, 
Menominee, 
New­ 
berry, Sault Ste. Marie and 
St. 
Ignace. 
“Information and services at all 
of these offices are free, and in­ 
quiries are welcomed,” Mr. Fauhl 
sam.

He went to Paris and experim ented with 
a boat built for subm arine navigation to 
be used in torpedo w arfare. 
He invented 
various types of torpedoes, and a machine 
for cutting the cables of ships at anchor. 
A lter tinkering for a year or two with 
steam -driven boats on the Seine, without 
success, he returned to America. 
In the 
spring of 1807 he completed at a shipyard 
on the East river. New York, a new boat, 
the Clermont, 
He installed an engine im­ 
ported from London, and on August ll, 
1807, in the presence of 
an 
astonished 
crowd, the boat steam ed up the Hudson 
river to Albany, making the trip from New | 
York in 32 hours. 
The era of steam navigation was open, 
but several persons disputed F ulton’s claim 
to originality.

John Fugere, division chief of 
the Internal Revenue departm ent, 
said that about 25 per cent of the 
total car ow ners tagged had re ­ 
ported that they had purchased 
the $5 use tax stamp but w ere

were taken and the penalty was 
waived if the stamps were im m e­ 
diately pasted on the windshield 
of the car as required by law.

refrig era­ 
tors.

The second was

Adm iral 
Halsey's old south Pacific com ­ 
mand forces at Bougainville. The 
Em press A ugusta landing isolat­ 
ed fairly hea\ y enem y forces at 
Choiseul Island in the 
N orthern 
Solomons, S hortland Islands and 
South Bougainville. 
As near 
as 
anyone knows these 
forces 
are 
still there although

been reduced in

and

Bougainville 
itself 
originally 
contained about 50,000

Landings at G reen Island, and 
at Gasm ata and Cape G loucester

strong and well-stocked garrison 
at Rabaul. 
Although 
sm ashed 
from the sea an® air for almost 
two years, this force is still fo r­ 
midable. Landings at E m irau is­ 
land and the Adm iralties isolated 
about 10,000 m ore Nipponese at 
Kavietig, New Ireland, and co m ­ 
pleted encirclem ent 
of 
Rabaul. 
This force too has been h a m m e r­ 
ed at great length from the air but 
is still rated strong. 
50.000 At Truk 
The H ollandia operation isolat­ 
ed the form idable weak garrison 
but this concentration was pretty

m our River near Aitape,

N#w Guinea, and by 
Australian offensives. 
The C entral Pacific is full of 
Islands still occupied by Japanese, 
the strongest being Truk Atoll in 
the Carolines. This force has been 
estimated at 50.000. 
The M arshall and G ilbert Is­

— notably M aloelap 
and 
Jaluit. 
Wake— scene of a stilting defense 
in the early m onths of the w a r— 
isNStill occupied by Jap an ese al­ 
though th a i garrison is know n to 
be weak.

For a tim e in Bougainville and 
New Britain our aviators tried to 
discourage the farming efforts of 
the isolated Japanese by .spraying 
oil on their gardens. They gave it 
up w hen the gardens, in the w ords 
of one flier, “ got as big as a K a n ­ 
sas wheat farm .” 
It wa'; in these islands and this 
jungle that the American d ough­ 
boy got acquainted with Japanese 
tenacity and his revulsion to a n v ­ 
illing suggesting 
surrender.
